• Claims 1-55 are pending in application. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment to the claims filed on 7/7/04 does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.121(c) because failure to provide a marked up version of the amended claim (the text of any 
added subject matter must be shown by underlining the added text). 

Original Claim 1: A management device for managing a print system comprising a data 
processor connected to a networked and a printer for executing a print job sent from the data 
processor via the network, the data processor having a first software program which are installed 
therein, and the printer having a second software program which are installed therein, the device 
comprising: 

deciding controller for determining adaptability between old version and new version for 
the first software program and the second software program installed in the data processor and 
the printer; and 

updating controller for executing a predetermined process to update the first and the 
second software programs on the data processor and the printer based on the determination result 
by the determining controller. 

Amended Claim 1: A management device for managing a print system comprising a data 
processor connected to a networked and a printer for executing a print job sent from the data 
processor via the network, the data processor having a first software program which is installed 
therein, and the printer having a second software program which is installed therein, the device 
comprising: 

a deciding controller for determining adaptability between an old version of the first 
software program that has already been installed and a new version of the second software 
program, or for determining adaptability between an old version of the second software program 
that has already been installed and a new version of the first software program, where the first 
software program is a type different than the second software program; and 
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updating controller for executing a predetermined process to update the first and the 
second software program on the data processor and the printed based on the determination result 
by the determining controller. 

Currently amended claim 1 contains new subject matter that must be shown by 
underlining the added text, i.e., "where the first software program is a type different than 
the second software program", lines 6-10.
